TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HEALTH  COMMITTEE. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  you  with  my  Thirteenth  Annual  Report. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  1908  was  323 — 164  males  and  159  females,  a  gain  in 
increase  on  the  previous  year,  which  was  312.  There  were  8  illegitimate  births  registered  and  5  deaths  of 
illegitimate  children  under  1  year  of  age,  as  compared  with  8,  and  no  deaths  in  1907. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  year  was  23-3  per  1,000  population,  an  increase  on  the  two  previous  years  which  were 
22-7  and  18-9  respectively.  The  number  of  deaths  was  243 — 104  males  and  139  females,  a  large  increase  on  the 
previous  year  which  was  211.  Many  more  old  people  died,  namely  72  above  65  years  of  age  as  compared  with  49 
in  the  previous  year.  The  general  death-rate  was  175  per  1,000  population,  again  an  increase  on  the  two  previous 
years  which  were  15'3  and  14’7. 

The  natural  increase  at  the  end  of  the  year,  being  the  excess  of  births  above  deaths  was  80  as  compared  with 
101  in  1907,  and  57  in  1906.  There  were  15  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases,  6  more  than  in  the  previous  year,  there 
being  5  due  to  Whooping  Cough,  4  to  Diphtheria,  and  4  to  Diarrhoea.  This  gives  us  a  zymotic  death-rate  of  1-08 
per  1,000  population  and  61-7  per  1,000  deaths,  as  compared  with  -65  and  42-6.  in  1907. 

The  district  is  a  very  hilly  and  straggling  one,  covering  nearly  4,000  acres  :  there  is  a  great  deal  of  clay  sub¬ 
soil,  and  consequently  a  continual  dampness,  which  latter  quality  aids  in  the  spinning  of  cotton  which  is  the 
chief  industry  of  the  place  ;  woollen  weaving  and  a  small  amount  of  iron  founding  are  also  done.  None  of  these 
are  particularly  injurious  to  the  public  health,  though  I  think  more  might  be  done  to  clear  the  atmosphere  of  the 
card-rooms  in  cotton  mills  from  dust,  by  means  of  exhaust  fans,  &c.,  as  occasionally  one  meets  cases  of  asthma  due 
to  this  cause.  House  accommodation  for  the  working  classes  is  fair,  there  being  very  few  under-houses,  and  back 
to  back  ones  ;  there  is  a  great  want  of  cottages  with  3  bedrooms.  There  are  a  few  crowded  places  and  the 
general  surroundings  of  the  cottages  are  clean  and  it  is  seldom  we  are  without  wind.  All  plans  of  new  houses 
are  examined  by  the  Surveyor  and  passed  by  the  Council  before  they  are  erected,  and  on  completion  the  premises 
are  examined  by  the  Surveyor,  all  the  drains  tested  and  certificates  given. 

The  water  supply  is  plentiful  and  good,  the  greater  part  of  the  town  being  supplied  from  Swineshaw 
Reservoir  where  the  water  is  treated  with  whiting  to  counteract  its  plumbo  solvency,  the  water  coming  from 
moorland  sources,  before  it  is  allowed  to  go  into  consumption.  A  small  part  of  the  town  is  supplied  from  Yeoman 
Hey  Reservoir,  the  source  being  also  moorland,  but  most  of  the  water  consumed  is  spring  water.  There  have  been 
no  cases  of  acute  lead  poisoning  attributable  to  this  cause  during  the  year.  I  have  constantly  examined  samples 
from  the  mains  for  acidity  and  whenever  necessary  have  notified  the  Waterworks  Committee.  So  long  as  the  water 
is  treated  with  whiting  and  not  allowed  to  stand  for  days  in  the  pipes,  we  find  no  trace  of  lead  in  it.  On  April  13th, 
1908,  I  visited  the  Swineshaw  Reservoirs  in  company  with  Dr.  Sargeant,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  County 
of  Lancaster  and  Professor  Delepine,  when  many  samples  of  water  were  taken  and  examined,  the  adjoining  country 
was  also  inspected,  and  a  farm  in  close  proximity  to  the  Reservoir  was  found  to  have  been  newly  manured.  The 
attention  of  the  Waterworks  Committee  was  called  to  this,  and  notice  has  been  served  by  them  on  the  tenants  to 
quit,  and  the  farm  is  to  be  closed  at  the  end  of  Mar.,  1909.  On  Sep.  16th, 1908,  I  visited  the  site  of  the  new  Reservoirs 
at  Chew,  in  company  with  members  of  the  Corporation,  and  saw  a  large  mass,  many  thousands  of  tons  of  peat, 
which  I  was  informed  was  to  be  left  in  the  bed  of  the  Reservoir,  this  I  reported  to  my  Committee  and  the  attention  of 
the  Waterworks  Committee  was  called  to  it  and  their  reply  was  that  this  water  was  never  to  be  used  for  domestic 
purposes  and  it  was  not  their  intention  to  remove  the  peat. 


MILK. — Samples  are  taken  and  examined  by  the  representatives  of  the  County  Council. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  are  periodically  inspected,  and  the  cleanliness  of  the  utensils  noted.  Many 
of  these  buildings  are  in  very  poor  condition,  but  they  are  being  renovated  and  in  some  cases  rebuilt,  2  new  ones  for 
30  and  8  cows  respectively  being  put  up  during  the  year.  This  work  cannot  all  be  done  at  once,  owing  to  the  fact 
that  one  landlord  owns  nearly  all  the  farms.  Spring  water  has  been  laid  to  Castle  Farm,  which  previously  was 
dependent  on  surface  water.  In  all  new  shippons,  800  cubic  feet  per  cow  air  space  is  allowed. 

The  taking  of  food  samples  is  under  the  County  Council.  Meat  was  regularly  inspected  but  none  was  found 
unfit  for  human  consumption  during  the  year,  and  all  premises  were  found  clean.  No  diseased  meat  was  found.  Of 
the  Slaughter-houses,  2  are  good,  and  2  only  indifferent,  but  all  are  kept  clean  and  regularly  white- washed. 

During  the  year  a  new  sewer  has  been  laid  which  drains  the  greater  part  of  Roughtown,  and  most  of  the 
houses  are  now  connected  up  to  it.  Up  to  this  being  done  the  sewage  simply  ran  on  to  the  land  below.  The  Sewage 
is  treated  by  Septic  Tanks  and  Filter  Beds,  and  a  new  additional  filtering  area  and  storm  water  stand-by  tanks  are 
about  to  be  constructed.  Complaints  have  been  made  about  the  smell  arising  at  times  from  the  Carr  Brook,  down 
which  the  effluent  from  the  Printworks  runs  into  the  river. 

The  attention  of  the  Works’  Managers  has  been  called  to  this,  and  the  complaints  are  not  so  frequent. 

Excrement  disposal  is  mostly  by  the  pail  system,  emptied  once  a  week ;  of  these  there  are  2758.  Fresh  water 
closets  148,  waste  water  closets  129.  There  are  still  14  middens  in  outlying  places.  During  the  year  1  has 
been  converted  to  a  w.c.,  and  3  to  pail  closets.  House  refuse  is  removed  weekly  to  a  tip.  We  have  no  destructor. 

There  were  1G8  notices  served  for  nuisances,  and  115  were  remedied  during  the  year,  the  rest  are  being  dealt 
with,  and  in  one  case  only  was  it  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings,  and  this  was  for  keeping  pigs  contrary  to  the 
Bye-Laws,  the  owner  was  fined. 

There  are  two  common  lodging-houses  registered,  4  slaughter-houses,  3  tripe  dressing  shops,  all  are 
regularly  inspected. 

The  Sanitary  condition  of  Schools  is  good,  each  one  being  treated  with  a  spray  of  cyllin  every  week,  for 
disinfecting  purposes.  The  water  in  each  case  is  town’s  water.  In  case  of  infectious  diseases  all  scholars  from 
infected  houses  are  excluded  from  the  school,  and  the  infected  children  isolated  in  their  own  homes.  The  usual 
infectious  diseases  are  notifiable,  but  not  measles,  mumps,  or  phthisis.  There  is  an  isolation  hospital,  8  beds,  for 
small-pox  only,  this  is  clean  and  the  accommodation  is  moderate  and  sufficient.  There  were  no  cases  during  the  year. 

Disinfection  of  houses  is  by  means  of  cyllin  spray,  and  in  some  cases  a  solution  of  chlorine.  Garments  and 
bedding  are  taken  to  a  room  at  the  Sewage  Works  and  disinfected  in  a  Delepine  Thresh  Disinfector.  There  is  no 
system  of  notifying  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  In  some  cases,  after  death,  the  rooms  have  been  disinfected  with 
chlorine.  We  have  no  hospital  accommodation  for  such  cases. 

During  the  month  of  January  there  was  a  general  epidemic  of  influenza  of  mild  type,  but  there  were  no 
deaths  from  it,  and  in  January  and  July  an  epidemic  of  whooping  cough. 

There  were  22  deaths  from  tubercular  disease,  as  compared  with  20  in  the  previous  year,  and  they  were 
scattered  over  the  whole  district. 

In  August  there  was  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning,  through  the  eating  of  meat  pies  made  at  a  bake-house 
in  the  town.  There  was  1  death  from  this  cause.  I  made  a  special  report  on  this  matter  and  forwarded  copies  to 
the  Local  Government  Board,  the  County  Council,  and  the  Town  Council.  There  were  GG  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  notified,  17  between  1  and  5,  38  between  5  and  15,  3  between  15  and  25,  and  8  between  25  and  G5  years. 
18  cases  occurred  in  Lancashire  Ward,  30  in  Cheshire  Ward,  and  18  in  Yorkshire  Ward.  This  is  an  increase  on  the 
previous  2  years,  which  were  39  and  31  respectively.  The  largest  number  of  cases  was  40  of  scarlet  fever,  cases  of 
which  occurred  during  all  the  first  ten  months,  and  20  cases  of  diphtheria  most  of  which  occurred  during  the  first 
4  months. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  1899,  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Prevention)  Act,  and  the  Public 
Health  Amendment  Act  of  1890,  are  all  in  force  in  the  district.  The  Notification  of  Births’  Act,  1907,  has  not  been 
adopted.  The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  cases  and  deaths  from  the  7  principal  zymotic  diseases  :  —

In  all  cases  where  infectious  diseases  were  notified  the  houses  were  visited  by  myself  and  the  Inspector, 
disinfectant  supplied,  printed  instructions  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease  left,  and  at  the  termination  of  the 
case  the  houses  were  again  visited,  the  sick  rooms  disinfected,  beds  and  bedding  removed,  and  disinfected  in  the 
Delepine  Thresh  Disinfector. 

SCARLE  T  FEVER. — Though  there  were  40  cases  notified  it  was  only  of  a  mild  type,  and  scattered  over 
the  whole  district,  and  nearly  the  whole  year,  and  there  was  only  one  death  from  it.  There  was  a  large  increase  in 
the  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria,  namely,  20  as  compared  with  5  in  the  previous  year,  and  there  were  4  deaths  from 
this  cause,  5  of  these  cases  occurred  in  one  house,  and  at  the  same  time,  and  the  premises  were  in  a  very  dirty 
condition  ;  the  others  were  sporadic  cases  occurring  in  different  parts  of  the  town,  no  cause  traceable.  All  cases 
are  treated  with  diphtheritic  antitoxic  serum,  supplied  at  the  expense  of  the  Corporation. 

There  were  *2  cases  of  erysipelas  of  the  face,  both  very  mild.  There  were  8  cases  of  enteric  fever,  and  1 
death.  2  cases  occurred  in  the  same  house  in  January  and  the  end  of  April,  the  second  probably  infected  from  the 
first.  The  first  was  probably  due  to  defective  drains  which  have  since  been  remedied,  the  water  and  the  milk 
supply  were  without  suspicion,  and  in  the  third  case  an  untrapped  drain  and  a  dirty  house  was  found. 

There  were  no  cases  of  puerperal  fever  during  the  year.  The  administration  of  the  Midwives’  Act  is  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  County  Council,  and  the  Notification  of  Births’  Act  is  not  adopted.  With  regard  to  infant 
mortality  there  were  87  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year,  as  compared  with  34  and  31  in  the  two  previous  years, 
16  of  these  died  in  the  first  month  of  life,  from  premature  birth,  debility,  and  convulsions.  In  the  case  of  the  older 
infants  the  chief  causes  of  death  were  whooping  cough,  debility,  and  pneumonia.  All  the  Midwives  are  supplied  with 
cards  of  printed  instructions  for  the  care  and  feeding  of  infants,  and  every  mother  they  attend  is  supplied  with  one 
of  these  and  her  attention  called  to  the  main  facts. 

Arrangements  have  not  yet  been  made  for  the  Medical  Inspection  of  Children  in  Elementary  Schools. 

I  am  constantly  visiting  factories,  &c.,  and  whenever  any  defect  or  nuisance  is  found,  attention  is  called  to  it. 
In  addition  to  this,  inspections  are  made  by  the  Nuisance  Inspector. 

A  systematic  inspection  of  the  whole  of  the  Borough  is  now  being  carried  out.  Up  to  now  750  houses  have 
been  inspected,  and  notices  to  remedy  existing  nuisances  have  been  served  on  the  owners  of  the  properties. 

The  notable  Sanitary  Improvements  during  1908  are,  the  laying  of  the  main  sewer  in  Rouglitown,  the  con¬ 
necting  up  of  80  houses  to  the  main  sewer,  widening  of  the  road  opposite  St.  John’s  School.  Fourteen  new  houses 
have  also  been  built. 

I  now  give  Tables  of  Mortality,  Birth  and  Death  Rates,  &c.,  as  required  by  the  Local  Government  Board.

OF  THE  BOROUGH  OF  MOSSLEY,  1908. 


TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HEALTH  COMMITTEE  OF  THE 

MOSSLEY  CORPORATION. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Fourth  Annual  Report. 

DRAINAGE. 

During  the  year  1908,  80  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  Main  Sewers. 

380  1  in.  yards  of  15  in.  Earthenware  pipes  have  been  laid

No.  100  Gullies  have  been  fixed  on  untrapped  drains. 

Roughtown  sewer  is  practically  completed,  and  all  drains  conveying  sewage  have  been  connected  to  it. 
This  sewer  has  been  laid  from  the  bottom  of  New  Earth  Street  to  Haddens.  All  the  property  adjacent  to  this 
sewer  as  far  as  Roman  Street  has  been  connected.  The  owners  of  property  at  Haddens  have  had  notice  served  on 
them  to  connect  their  property  with  this  sewer. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS’  ACT. 

73  Inspections  of  premises  have  been  made  and  notices  served  asking  for  alterations  to  defective 
sanitary  arrangements. 

DISINFECTION. 

Disinfection  has  been  carried  out  at  all  places  where  Infectious  Diseases  have  been  notified. 

All  Schools  in  the  Borough  are  regularly  disinfected  once  every  week  during  term  time. 

LODGING  HOUSES. 

The  two  Registered  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  Borough  are  continually  inspected.

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NUISANCES. 

168  complaints  of  nuisances  have  been  served  and  115  nuisances  remedied. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  for  keeping  pigs  contrary  to  the  Bye-Laws  and  a  fine  imposed. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES  AND  TRIPE  BOILERS. 

There  are  5  Slaughter  Houses  and  3  Tripe  boiling  establishments  in  this  Borough. 


BAKEHOUSES. 


During  the  year  all  persons  occupying  bakehouses  have  been  served  with  a  notice  describing  the  sanitary 


requirements. 


SEWAGE  WORKS. 


The  effluent  from  these  works  continues  satisfactory.  The  Corporation  recently  obtained  the  sanction  of 
the  Local  Government  Board  to  borrow  £9,000  for  an  extension  of  the  works. 
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DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS’  ORDERS. 


There  are  22  Farms,  62  Cowsheds,  and  4  Milkshops  in  this  Borough,  and  16  Purveyors  of  milk  from 
surrounding  districts,  all  are  registered. 

Two  new  Cowsheds  have  been  constructed,  one  at  Howard’s  Farm  to  hold  30  cows,  one  at  Lurden  Farm 
to  hold  8  cows,  these  new  cowsheds  give  800  cubic  feet  of  air  space  per  cow. 

Water  has  been  laid  on  to  Castle  Farm. 

Extensive  improvements  have  been  carried  out  at  Midge  Hall  Farm.  The  condition  of  most  of  the  farms 
in  the  borough  still  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 

60  Inspections  have  been  made  and  white-washing  has  been  regularly  carried  out. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

14  new  houses  have  been  built  during  the  year. 

A  new  road  has  been  constructed  by  Croft  Mill,  and  is  now  called  Audley  Street.  Widening  the  road 
opposite  St.  John’s  School  has  been  completed. 

HOUSE  TO  HOUSE  INSPECTION. 

This  work  is  at  present  well  in  hand  and  about  750  houses  have  been  inspected,  by  this  inspection  it  is 
hoped  all  existing  nuisances  and  sanitary  defects  will  be  remedied.
